Wilson Fellowship 


Joseph M. Watson, who was 
graduated from St. Joseph’s last 
February, has been awarded a 
Woodrow Wilson Fellowship which 
carries a basic stipend of $1500 
plus family allowances and full 
costs of a year’s graduate study at 
any university of the recipient’s 
choice in the United States or Can- 
ada. The purpose of the Fellowship, 
established in 1945, is to recruit 
and support promising students for 
the college teaching profession. 

From Philadelphia, Pa .7 Watson 
was a Magna Gum Laude graduate 
in economics. While at St. Joe, he 
was a member of the band and the 
Commerce , club. He also worked 
on the Phase staff. As a junior, he 
was nominated to the national Ca-

The members of the Student Council an- 
nounced, at their last meeting that they had 
found it necessary to cancel the annual 
Regina high school concert for this year. 
It seems that the date which had been set 
aside for the concert was not acceptable to 
Regina. The high school suggested two 
alternative weekends, but these coincided 
with the l’rom and Frosh-Soph Hop week- 
ends. The cancellation will undoubtedly be 
lamented by many- of the St. Jjje students. 

Once again, we must prepare ourselves 
to hear that familiar St. Joe phrase,. “Oh, 
nothing ever happens around here.’’ . Fol- 
som e odd reason, mo$t students seem to 
have a particular liking for -the sound ol 
those words because, in my opinion, there 
seems to be no reason tor them to Jre using 
it otherwise. The Regina situation illu- 
strates this clearly. 

The Council members, as well as the rest 
of the Student body, have always enjoyed 
and looked forward to these concerts, in 
particular. But they were forced to cancel 
it for this year because of the one big 
problem which comes' ‘up year after year — - 
you have to have time available il you 
want to sponsor any activity. At the pre- 
sent time, the Council does not have this 
time. 

Another example of the problem of time 
factors is the number of mixers which have 
been sponsored this semester. So far, we 
have only had one, and from the looks of 
things right now, we wil l be. having no 
more than that. 

Of course, there will be many gripes 
about this, but what can be done?. There 
'simply are no free weekends left. 

Among the events coming up during the 
remainder of the semester are the old-time 
movies, a possible second, jazz concert , t he 


talent show, the Student Council elections, 
the Prom, the Frosh-Soph Hop and the 
mock political convention. All of these are 
in addition to the activities sponsored by 
other campus organizations, such as club 
trips, retreats, Parents’ Day and weekend 
movies’. The combination of all these events 
leaves little time for other activities. 

This year’s Council has taken up t he 
challenge put forth by the Councils which 
-preceded it and has attempted to provide 
the students with not only more,, but with 
a greater variety of entertainment than 
we have had at St. Joe in. the past. 

Rather than- complain— about-- the lack of 
activities, the students should take more 
interest in the ones that are sponsored by 
the Council and the other organizations on 
.campus. 

If the Council does not provide, the type 
of entertainment and activities you want 
to see here on campus, then go to a 1 meeting 
once in a while* and let the members know 
what you would like to have. 

Judging from the current attendance at 
the meetings, the present Council would 
have to be made up of mind readers to know 
what the students want and don't want.

Remaining faithful to the pattern for 
most “be atni k” literatu re, Jack Kerouac 
has belched forth another r-ambling, in- 
coherent mess which he entitles The Dharnia 
Bums. If Kerouac does possess the ability 
to Avrite . tw.o_. success! ve, logical sentences ,_] 
he. obviously isn’t concerned with proving it. 

In brief, the story is an account of the 
wanderings of Ray Smith, all-American 
tramp, in his search for the “meaning of 
the universe.” The title Dharma Bums may 
lie loosely translated as “truth hums.’’ Be- 
cause* Smith is preoccupied with the roman- 
tic notion that cities are necessarily places 
Of evil, he attempts to avoid contamination 
by turning to Nature; more specifically, to 
mountain climbing. Wearily the reader fol- 
lows the shiftless Smith as he tracks up 
one side of a mountain. and down the other 
; in his search for the ultimate why and 
1 wherefore. Each moment not spent in actual 
! climbing is scrupulously devoted to the 
guzzling of cheap wine, and hence it comes 

-as no surprise when an interminahlLL- num- 
ber o,f pages are required to get Smith up 
and. down even a rather small mountain. 

Accompanying him on this high altitude 
folly ' is J-aphy Ryder, professed Zen Bud- 
dist and proven simpleton. Only Japhy 
Would think of such a stunt as climbing 
mountains in nothing more than his birth- 
day suit. After thirty-four chapters- of 
struggling through mountains, Smith filially 
! comes to the realization that “I have fallen 
in love with you, God. Take care of us all, 
one way or another.” A marvelous state- 
) ment for a person of Smith’s caliber per- 
haps, but hardly an original sentiment in 
| the— Christian world. It is w.ell indeed for 
such individuals as Ray Simth to flee to the 
mountains and seek truth, hut how much 
j better for us all if they would but remain 
I some w here high in th ese m oun tains an 1 1 
not insist upon returning to dump their 
literary garbage on the rest of humanity. 

It would hardly be fair to treat a book 
So harshly if it were not for one outstanding 
characteristic of Kerouac: insincerity. 
Throughout the .entire book the. reader* can- 
not avoid the impression that Kerouac was 
writing mferely to fill up space. The few 
meager incidents which he does t describe 
are, at best, contrived and lacking in rhyme 
or reason. The Dharma Bums is an apt 
example — of the — extent to — .which many 
contemporary authors are willing to prosti- 
tute the art of writing for the sake of a 
ftpv shekels.
